Of this latter figure, 108 
had temporary jobs, 231 had part- 
time jobs, and 13 filled full-time 
job orders.

Dodgers Learn Fast Footwork 


There is a new breed of student attending the colleges across 
the country. He is the draft dodger. 

Dodging the draft is an old and sometimes exciting game in 
‘our country, dating back to. the Civil War. At that time a man 
could either hire a substitute or pay a cash settlement in lieu of 
service. The Civil War was a rich draft dodger’s -dream. 

For the next 52 years the draft dodger was at peace with the 
government. Then the Huns had to sink the Lusitania and come 
close to defeating the Allies, 1917 was a bad year for contented 
civilians. Congress passed a conscription bill and the boys. were 
headed “Over There.” 

A few managed to stay on this side of the Atlantic. The rec- 
ords show that 160,000 red-blooded American boys escaped the 
draft call. A few went to jail because of their affinity for Mom/’s 
apple pie and their dislike of sauerkraut. 

In 1940, Congress again passed a conscription law and the draft 
dodgers were again looking for ways to stay out of uniform. De- 
fense jobs, marriage, and lots of children were the answers of the 
day. 

“aise aie 1948 and Congress did its dirty deed once more. 
Another conscription law was passed. But this time a college stu- 
dent was exempt if he carried enough units. A new era was born. 
‘The draft dodger was a respected member of the community as 
long as he attended college. 

Although there were many. other sound methods to escape the 
draft, such as color blindness, flat feet, high blood pressure, Park- 
inson’s disease, and bad nerves (to name a few), going to college 
remains the most effective way to, dodge the draft. 

Draft dodgers had their share of trouble at Hartnell this year. 
The school said 12 units were enough for a deferment, but, alas, 
Uncle Sam figured 15142 was closer to the ideal number and the 
rush was on to the counselors’ offices.

‘The arts and crafts set, beatniks 
and just about anyone can find a 
quiet and friendly atmosphere at 
the Sancho Panza Coffee House 
in Monterey. 

‘The den represents one example 
of the reaction against commer- 
cialization which has brought 
about a recent increase in the 
popularity of coffee houses. 

Sancho Panza was ‘not estab- 
lished as a money-making enter- 
prise and has not made money 
since it opened. 

It was established in 1957 by 
Dave Walton “to get: people away 
from thé T.V. set and out in the 
company ‘of others for enjoyable 
conversation and relaxation.” 

In May of 1963 Sancho Panza 
burned down and was a total 
wreck. A group of people inter- 
ested in restoring the building or- 
ganized under the name of the 
“Orphans of Sancho Panza” and 
raised enough money to rebuild 
it as it is now. 

Patrons enjoy an atmosphere 
set in a background of soft music 
ranging from Bach and Beethoven 
to Greek piano music. 

It provides a restful place to do 
homework, talk, play chess, or 
just relax over an Italian soda, a 
fruit frappé, espresso, or one of 
many of a variety of drinks. 

Hanging on the walls among 
its paintings, pictures, and poetry 
is a poem by Barker which tells 
of the history of the coffee house, 
and “The Rules of Order of the 
Coffee House” as’ they were writ- 
ten in 1568 for a coffee house in 
London. 

Sancho Panza also. furnishes a 
newspaper rack and a book store 
with a wide: selection of books by 
authors such as. Homer and John 
Steinbeck. 

Many Hartnell students have 
enjoyed the informal, friendly at- 
mosphere at Sancho’ Panza.

French. These they found were 
adequate in every country they 
visited. 

Eastern Europe 

In addition to the well-traveled 
Western European countries, the 
Bravermans toured extensively in 
Eastern Europe. 

Greece was a family favorite. 
Here the Bravermans traveled the 
back roads exploring and camp- 
ing at the difféfent ruins they 
found. The boats traveling be- 
tween the Greek islands were in- 
teresting because of the people 
who. traveled on them and_ the 
chance to meet them, 

The Bravermans visited Turkey 
and here Dr. Braverman hit . the 
high ‘spot of his journey. The 
family visited Ephesus which is 
an ancient Greek city that dates 
back to 1100 BC and has since 
been extensively excavated by 
English and Austrian archeolog- 
ists. It. was here that the Virgin 
Mary was to: have spent her last 
remaining days. The story of St. 
Paul took place in Ephesus also. 

Dr. Braverman and his family 
spent a good part of their time 
in the Iron Curtain countries. At 
the University of Bucharest in 
Rumania it was arranged through 
the American Embassy for him to 
meet and talk with the political

science. faculty. 

The Bravermans visited and ob- 
served life in southern Russia, 
Hungary, Rumania, and Czecho- 
slovakia. _Access to these coun- 
tries was no problem but the 
border guards in Russia were 
found to be very thorough. A 
two-hour delay at the border was 
considered fast for the Russians. 
As the road signs are printed in 
the cyrillic alphabet in the Slavic 
countries, Marion and_ Peggy 
Braverman are reported to be ex- 
pert as tourist guides. 

Social and Political Aspects 

Putting their knowledge of 
German to good use, the Braver- 
mans toured East Germany, mak- 
ing many friends. . Here they 
found the ,people very friendly 
but reserved on the subject of 
politics. This must have been 
very vexing to Dr. Braverman, a 
political science teacher. 


England was a welcome change 
to the Bravermans. After months 
of eating in restaurants, , Dr. 
Braverman rented an apartment 
in London where the family en- 
joyed Mrs. Braverman’s good 
cooking. Life in London became 
almost like the life they had. left 
in Salinas. Marion and Peggy 
started .school, Dr. Braverman 
studied the English, and Mrs. 
Braverman stayed at home to do

the cooking. 

While in. England Dr. Braver- 
man had the good luck to join 
the campaign of the Labor Par- 
ty’s Patrick Gordon Walker in his 
bid for reelection. Mr. Walker 
was the Labor party’s foreign sec- 
retary until his defeat in this 
election. 

Marion, the oldest girl, had 
been corresponding with a pen- 
pal from Cambridge, England, be- 


fore the trip was planned. 
Through further correspondence 
a visit was planned and_ the 


Braverman family spent a. pleas- 
ant day with the English family. 
Home Again 
Dr. Braverman and his family 
returned to Salinas in July of this 
year in time for him to take up 
his duties at Hartnell this fall. 
The faithful Volkswagen bus 
made the return’ trip with its 
family and is now in service 
transporting Dr. Braverman to 

and from work.
